IMPOKTAiNT C0iNUESS10i\. 

The Uoiulnlou Bltchts in Foreahorea 
Handed Over to the FroviDcial 
OoTernmeBta. 

Sir John Thompson in introducing his 
bill authorizing tho transfer of certain 
public property to the Provincial (!ov- 
eminents, said that it was well known 
that the rights of tbe Dominion and the 
Provinces in foreshores and iu the beds 
of rivers and lakes, as well as harbors, 
had been in dispute. Tho litigation on 
the subject had been carried on by 
private parties, and the decision given 
had established the rights in foreshores 
to he iu some respects in the Dominion 
and iu "soma respects in the Provinces, 
h'or various reasons it was desirable that 
these territorial rights should be vested 
in and administered by the Provinces as 
part of the public lands. The reasons 
wore partly because .the administration 
of property of this ohuracter re(|uires 
constant local supervision, the registra- 
tion of plans, etc., which on the part of 
the Dominion would require ' 'a .staif of 
officers in every part of tfce" Dominion, 
and they would be iu constant danger of 
coiillict with authority.: Reserving tbe 
Dominion's right in any laud obtained 
for the election of a public work and 
sutlicieiit in connection with any exist- 
ing pulilic works, it waa proposed to 
luitliorize tho Governor-General in Coun- 
cil to make a transfer of these territorial 
right s to the Provinces. 

In reply to Mr. .Mitchell, .Sir John 
Thompson slated that this applied lo 
both navigable nnd non-navigable 
waters, lliat no particular emergency 
had arisen calling for this legislation, 
but i.") or 10 years ago the Supreme 
Cov.rt of Canada had decided that all 
liiiibor.s of the Uiiminioii, whether na- 
tural or otherwise, were vested in the 
1 iiiiiiinioii, and this had been followed 
by various decision? to the olTeel that 
provincial governments were incapable 
of granting even the site of a wharf. 
'I'liis led to constant complications, and 
lliia government was conslatilly applied 
to for new ])al cuts or for coiitirmaliou 
of patents granted by the iiro- 
vinccs. 'the existing state of af- 
fairs was a constant source of friction 
between the Dominion and tho pro- 
\'iiice8. Correspondence had taken place 
with the Governments of Quebec and 
Uiitario, and, instead of contesting thu 
iiiattcr ill the Courts, it Was deemed 
l.'ctler to offer this solution of tho ques- 
tion. All tho rights of tho Dominion 
which it was desirable to preserve nrould 
bo preserved and all rights of ownership 
also. Pie explained further that a fore- 
shore :-.s provided for by the bill meant 
all the land below high-water mark. 

.\lr. Blake said, so far as could be 
judged from the explanatiiin given, he 
thought 1 he hill a highly coinnioiidablo 
one, and .siiggeslcd that the correspond- 
ence referred Lo by the minisler should 
be laid on the table. 

.Sir John Tlioiiipsiiii iiiomiscd to com- 
ply with this suggestion. In reply lo 
-Mr. Jones, he explained that the cor- 
respondence witli the provinces of Onta- 
rio and I,>iicIk.'C had beep mainly in the 
assertioiia of {imviiicial rights by these 
govcrniueiits. There hud been no cor- 
respondoiicc with the goveriimoiits of 
tbe maritime provinces on thu ciuestion. 
The proposal in the bill was lo grant 
rights to the provinooa, not to take 
them away.

at Uerlin,' to attempt a scttloiiiontof tho 
ijuestions affecting the work and wages 
of miners, otic of the greatest mining 
Ktrikos on record bus opened in Eii> 
gland. The coincidence indicates at 
least that English mine. laborers have no 
faith in the outcome of the intornational 
confab, and do not care enough for it to 
even wait for tho conclusion of its da- 
liberations. And in this uttitudo, it 
must candidly be said, the humble miner 
is fur once in line with the most ex- 
perienced business men and the must 
eminent thiiiket's. No one bus yet lieou 
found anywhere outside of the (Jerniau 
Emperor's entourage who belioves that 
any practical result will bo reached 
by the conference. While the 
delegates of the great powers 
are talking about tho iieed.s of the min- 
ers and the rights of the iniiie owiiera, a 
ijuarter of a million miners iu England 
will be making a pbyaical instead of a 
mental attempt to arrive at a solution 
of the nama ijucstion. At present the 
odds ui favor of a tangible -resalt being.v 
attained are largely on -the'iStde of the 
doers aa against the talkers. Tho strikers 
say they have funds to support them iu :, 
idleness, four weeks if necessary. There 
is no doubt tliat they caii' stay out at 
least two weeks, and this will probably 
suffice to bring about a coneession of 
their demands. The large manufactor- 
ies cannot afford to shut doviru for lack 
of coal, if the ' English mines cannot 
furnish a regular supply, the Belgiunund 
German niiues can, and when the British 
mine owners find their cuatomcr.'v sup- 
plying themselves from abroad, they 
will be compelled to make turiiis with, 
their men or sustaui an irretrievable loss. 
This ia what thu niincrs rely upon, and 
past experience juslilics I heir belief, for 
It has always been ihu case thai willi a 
rising or lirm inarkct of coal the iOng- 
liah miner cinild force the mine owner to

SENSELEISS UNABLIHG. 

Tiio News-Advertiser in the most 
grudging and ungracious manner gives 
the Provincial Govemmenl credit for 
calculating upon a small surplua in its 
estimates for tho year ending June 30th, 
\U'J\. It doea nut danni tlie adininistra 
tiou with laiiit piaiHu, but cuii.iurcs it 
while it ini'teiicls to be euiiiinendiug it. 
Thia Hurt of eriticisni in di.slionoat and 
unfair, it siieaks of tho "deticita" of 
former years as if the Government ex- 
pended for ordinary purposes more than 
the ordinary revenue. Neither tho late 
uor the preaeut tioveniinout did tlii 
The coiiiilry nueiletl public works of a 
permanent character ami it borrowed 
money in order to construct them and 
to pay a large doatiug debt. . Instead of 
keeping a capital ucoouat and charging 
permanent works against tho loan, it 
appropriated part of the loan each year 
and uaed it aa revenue. If it had 
adopted the ayateni pursued at Ottawa 
it would each year have been able 
/ to, show a surplus, although it had spent 
more than it hud received. But it chose 
to adopt tlui aysteni of book-keeping 
that tuld agaiiiat it.self. I'lio people 
could aoe by glaiioing at tho public ac- 
couuta exactly hc)\r the province Htood. 
Iliere wan no "u:: pital account" in which 
to place large items of expenditure and 
to give the appearance of a surplus 
when there was really much more , than 
the revenue expended. Bat the advan- 
tage of this syatem of bookkeeping is 
seen now. Tlic country has purman- 
ent works and public biiildinga of one 
kind and another to ahuw tor the appar- 
" eut deficits of each year. The works not 
jVpnly <^<I *"> comfort and conveni- 
ence of the inhabitants of the province, 
but tlioy actually increase their taxpay- 
ing capacity. Tho man who borrows a 
thousand dollars and with the money 
conatructa a work that makes his proper- 
ty lifteeu huudre<l dollars more valuable 
than it was before he inoarred the debt 
cannot properly bs said to liave a deficit 
on that year's transactions. He owes a 
thousand dollars, it is true, but he has 
improvements that are worth far more 
than the money. The Uovernmont to- 
day is not liauipered by a largo floating 
,^debt.^ On tbe contrary, at the end of 
the year it had money in tho bank, and 
it could allow improvements to tlie value 
of many lumdrBil of tliouaanda of do!- 
lara which are of the greatest btuictit to 
the people. When aucli la the slate of 
things, where is the souse of snarling 
ab^nt "deficits." We are quite sure 
that the financial policy of the late and 
the present Governmeat commends itself 
to the good sense of the whole people.

States. There was force in this objec- 
tion, and those who had the granting of 
tbe charters gave to it all tho weight its 
importance demanded. But we see 
that retaining the duty on mining iiia- 
cliiiiory will have inuciscly llic same 
effect. The following extiact fidiii the 
Kootenay Star of tho 15th iiiat, puts the 
retention of tho duty on iiiiiiing 
machinery in a now light. Our contem- 
porary says : —

Co., or whii'h ia tlu; aauio thing, the 
great lilue Hell ur lleiuliyx iiiiiK', liaa 
liud a profeaai(Jiial ex|iert t" exani iiu 
the jji upcrly with releieiuc to (jrecting 
a Hiiieltiiig plant for the rediielioii ot 
their own orea. lie recuniiiiemla that 
one with a ca|iacity of tona of ore 
per dny bu jnit in, and the i|ur-aliuu ia ; 
Where ahall it be located? Should the 
duties be roll 111 vcd from mining niacliiuery 
it will liniloulili'illy be ei\ ctcd at the 
mine. If not, however, tho probabili- 
ties urft it will be tah(.n to the Anieri<iaii 
siilo of the houiiihiry, between there 
and lionner'a Feriy, in onler to 
avoid the (,'unadiaii tariff dntiea. 
This M'ill most certainly be 
th* case if tho measure for smelting in 
bond should bo adopted by the Aniuri- 
can congress. The Blue Bell people 
will gain more than this one advantage 
by locating south of the border — at Uon- 
nor's Vorry, for instance. Tiiey will 
there be in connection with tho branch 
of tho Northern Puoifio from Kootenay 
station, and also with the Great North- 
ern through line from Great Falls, Mon- 
tana, to S|)okaiKs and also tho Pacific 
coast, 'I lie latter roiicl will r,ni 
through extenaivc mineral dialiicta 
where nomu vallUible luiiiea lia\c al- 
ready been diHcoveied, ami e.iuld bring 
ores to llie Minclti'r (luring the winter, 
when navigation on the Kootenay rivor 
was closed."

STRANGER THAN FICTION. 

Byron is not generally considered a 
philosopher, yet few philosophers have 
said anything more profound than thi.- 
apparent paradox to be found in Don 
Juan : 

•"Tisstrango but true, for truth is always 

strange : ' 
Stranger than fiction." 

Almost every day's experience proves 
that it is not possible for even genius to 
imagine stranger thiuga than arc done 
everywhere in real life. There are 
depths in tho human heart that the pro- 
fouiulust lliiiikera cannot fathom. 

If a novelist were to have for the vil- 
lain of his plot tho sou of a clergyman, 
carefully brought up among the purest 
anrroundings and educated at Oxford, 
who by false representationa lured a 
young man to one of tho' coloniea for tlie 
purpose of rohlni.g him, and when he 
becaiiio troublesome deliberately de- 
coyed bim to a lonely phwe and mur- 
dered him in cold' blood, ho would bo 
eondomned by tho critics for taking i 
possible viewa of life and describing what 
nevordid happen or could baiipen, Jf lit 
went hirlher and dcacribed this cold 
blooded mercemtry wretch as winning 
the affections of an accomplished young 
lad^ who had also been carefully reared 
aini^ elevating and refining iiilUieiices 
marrying her and using her to aid bin 
in accoaiplishiiig his diabulical designs 
Ilia story would bo considered atiU more 
unlike the truth. He would bo accused 
of tAking._the most horribly absnnl 
views of life and of creating chaructcra 
that were manifestly impossible. Yet 
we find in the newspapers the details of 
a story finite aa strange as this. It is, 
too, a atury of our own time --of men 
and womou who live now and of tliiuga 
that arc said to have bappenod only the 
other day. 

Rcgiuald Burchell ia described as be- 
ing the youngest son of the late Rev. 
Joseph Burchell, rector of the church at 
Kirk near Accriugton, rural <lemi and 
proctor of tho convocation for the 
archdeaconry of Manohester. He fell 
in with a young man named F. C. Ren- 
well, -the. sou of CoL Ben well. Ho in- 
diiced 'the lad to come with him to 
Canada, offering, for n. sum of 
nionoy, to teach him how to farm 
and to take him into ])art- 
nersbip. He lepreBciitod that 
he bad a farm near Niagara 
and that he ^possessad cousiderable 
meani. It is needless to say that he 
owned no property in Canada and that 
ho had no money. Ho also p«r.suuiled 
another young man named I'clley to 
come out to America by ainiilar rupre- 
sautatiouB for tho same purpose. 'J'he 
four, Burchell and bis wife, Benwell 
and Pelley, came to America in tlu; 
Hanie aliii), the llrilaiiuic. Wboii they 
came to this cimiiiiy liui. hell kept up 
the deception. He l.ilkeil to tlie yuuiig 
I'higliahincn about his place and wh.il 
ho intended to do, but on one pretuxt 
Qnd another delayed paying it a visit. 
Th4se conversations often took place in 
tho presence of Burcheli's wife, who 
acquiesced in all that her husband said, 
and, by obaorvationa which slio made to 
f'elley, led him to believe tliiU her liu; 
baud had u farm, at which they wore a 
soon going to reside. She spoke of the 
lonesomeness of living on the farm, and 
told blm of improvements that she in- 
tended to make in fitting up the house. 
.•\fter they had been in Canada a short 
time K. ('. Hciiwoll was missing. His 
trunks and othur luggage were in liur- 
chell's poBsjssion, ami he war.Uil to 
send them to Now York. I'he body ot 
a young man, pierced with bullets, was 
accidentally discovered in a very lonely 
place. On the body waa fouml ,i cigar 
case with the name, F. C. Ilcuwell, 
writ ten upon it. lUircliell wa.'s shouii 
the cigar case and he went and idciiti- 
lied ihe body as that of a young nmii 
with whom he bad crossed the Atlantic. 
Suspicion' fell upon Burchell. It was 
found that he, with a young mni\ th.it 
anawercd the dcaeriplioii of Ilciiwidl, 
luul been in the train to Kfiatwood, ncur 
where the nuirde ■ waa cnininitted, and 
that was tho lust Bceii of poor 
Benwell. Felly had been with Burchell 
and his wife up to tho time when Ben- 
well was missed. Tho dotectivo found 
him, and thoevidenee which ho gave was 
most inij'ortaiit. Ho, too, wua br(Uii;lit 
out by Hiuchi 11 aa a pigeon to lie pho knl 
and lie now thinks that it was provi- 
dential that lie did not meet with the 
same fate aa Benwell. Ho believes that 
liurchell wna only waiting for a favor- 
able opportunity to get him out of the 
^viiy. A iiigiiilicent circiiniHtance is that 
('ill. licuwell.tho niurdereil man's father, 
reeeirod a letter frcun Kurclicll, wdiicli 
was not dated, but posted on the L'dtli 
of February, tlirso days after his son 
had boon murdered, ('.tilling bitn.that'hia 
son was very much pleased with tho 
country and that lid wiintud to gn into 
Iiartnerahip with the writer iniiinidiHte- 
ly. It reipiirod five hundred pouiula to 
do this, and Burchell re(|ui)sted that it 
Lu Hont hiimediately. It ho hn^.punud 
that the unhappy man received a tole- 
graphic meisags, ttlling him of tho mur< 



dor of his son some days before tho let- 
ter arrived. 

Of course Burcholfs antecedents were 
oiKpiired into, and it was found tliut 
some tiii.e before ha bud resided in 
Woodstock, Ontario, giving out that ho 
was Lord Somerset. He then lived in a 
style becoming his title. 

It is a little surprising to see how 
easily this adventurer duped men of in- 
telligence and experience like Col. Ben- 
well and the father of the young man 
Pelly. They appear to have believed 
all that he told them, and to have trusted 
him implicitly. It ia said that the ac- 
cused man is, as far as outw»rd appear- 
aiico goes, a geiitloinau, and that his 
manners uro more than comniouly 
plaaaiug. The strange story would be 
altogether incredible if the main fea- 
tures of it were not testified to on oath 
by persona whom it would bs folly not to 
believe. There was, at first, some doubt 
as to the identity of Burchell. liut that 
appears to have been altogether dia- 
ipoUed. It was saidthii|t;he is the son 
of a London livery stable keeper, but it 
has been found that ho is tlio soft of a 
clergyman, and that ha was marrisd 
on Noveiiiher !)tli, 1888, to Florence 
Stovenaoii, fourth daughter of Duval 
.Stevenson, Moberly Road, Upper Nor- 
wood. Tho evidence against liurehcU 
is very strong indeed, but that) against 
his wife is not of so damaging a nature. 
She is, however, to bo tried as accessory 
to the erimo of which her husbaud 
standfl accii^ied. Here are tho muterials 
of II sonaatioiial rom.mcn without intro- 
ducing into it a single word of fiction.

THE BEV, H. KINGHAM'S EBPLY 
TO " HISTOKY." 

To Till-: EnrroR: — 'flic replies of your 
oorrespoiuleiit, " History," to two of 
my lectures upon 'lio liclorioalioii, 
wliilst on tlie aiirfuuo iip|)0iu-in,!,' very 
pliuisiljlu, are so utterly without louuihv- 
tioii that, in fairness to niy subject, 1 
beg tlml you, Mr. Kilitor, will allow mo 
the privilege of nuiking a reply. 

Taking "History's" statements in 
chronological oi iler 1 beg to remind him 
that tlio Fathers of the Council of 
Aries, which council was calleil by the 
Emperor t'onstantine, never coneeiveil 
the Bishop cjf Koine to have any jmis- 
diction over themselves, otberv. i;ie thi-y 
would not have enacted canons witlanil 
him. British bishops were present at this 
council as the Bishop of Bome'a equals. 
At the Council of >{icea, A. 1). .'iij, the 
lUshoj) of Koine's jjatriarcbale was recog- 
nized a.s extending over the churches of 
MicMle iiud Southern Italy, .Sardinia, 
und Corsica, Ihereforcr tlie Bishop of 
Rome's jurisdiction did not extend over 
the whole of Italy, nun-b less could it 
have included Britain. 

Then "History'' reminds me that Au- 
gustine was sent to Kent by I'ope 
Gregory. Surely "History" does not 
need to lie reminded that the British 
bishopa would not submit to Augustine's 
.authority. When Augustine received 
thfi Arohbishopric of Canterbury it w as 
not OS a lieutenant of the Roman ['oii- 
tiff, but lis an independent bishop of a 
see which liiid never been inclu(icd in 
the patriarchate of Rome. Augustine 
was consecrated by French bisliops ; 
tiregory ordereil lint for the future the 
arebl)i.iliop should be consecrated in 
iCnglancl. The i^nglLsh Church wub 
therefore complete in itself. 

•'History" ;_;ises a long li-^t of ipiota- 
tions from the early fathers, lint not 
one of tliem ])ioves his point, viz., thai 
the early bishops of Kouie claimed the 
power which I'ope IJildebiand asserted 
v;hen he carried out the prim.'iples of 
the forged decrelals. Ivicli ipiotation 
(lemunbUates what 1 stated iu the lec- 
ture, that the bisho]i hud only a I'ki- 
.MAcv OF lloNoi P.. (Iregory himself dis- 
claimed the title "l.'niversal Pope." 

The Archbisliops of Canterbury and 
Vork were generidly appointed by the 
king, elected by the clergy or ealbednil 
chaiiter, and conserraled in ICngland, 
until King Jleniy 1. suriendcrcd the 
right of uppoiutiug bishops to the I'ope. 
■ "History" implies that historians of 
every class (Protiestant and Catholic 
alike) assert that the Roman Catholic 
faith was the religion of England prior 
to theBefdrmation. I would refer "His- 
tory " to an article entitled "Tlie Eng- 
lish. Church under Henry the Eiglith," 
written by the ex-Premier of ICngland, 
and published in the Novendier (1881)) 
inimber of "The Nineteenth Century" 
magazine. Mr. Gladstone says . "The 
pi inci])b' and basis of its (i. e., 10th cen- 
tui'y) main proceedings in religion have 
been i M ricui'ri Tl.v TR.ACiil) by many of 
our writers uniler the doulile intluence 
of insuliieient acce.-s lo iuloruiation and 
of exubei-aul parlisaiiship. The facts, 
complex ill themselves and but partially 
known, have been inaccurately handled 
even wilbiii ib'i liudls of that partial 
knowledge. But a m.\'. uvv has 
DAWNKI), with that fresh a'-cesti to the 
sources which has be in opened by 
the puldication on a large scale 
of aullieiitic recoials ; anil this 
t)as occurred sinnillaneouslv v.'it!; 
that great extensimi of liisloi ical studies 
and liistorical api'.ctile among us, which 
may almost be called the rise of a new 
historical school." ThcTcbue, In the 
course of a few years "llisloiy" may be 
still more .lui prised to lind that his one- 
Bided argniiKMiU will n.)t bear investi- 
gatioii. 

With regard to my remarks about the 
legal continuity of the lOnglish ( "lunch, 
your correspondent preserves a discreet 
silence. Ha contents himself with 
twisting the langiiage" of two of the 
Btatuliies, which were aimed at the sup- 
priession of the papal pretensions In En- 
gland, 80 as to make them imply wliat 
they were never intended to, theka;. but 
ho is apparently ignorant of the famous 
statutes uf I'remunire, which gave the 
I)apucy the heaviest' blow in' the four-' 
teeuth century, and- which were the 
harbingers of King Henry VIII. Act of 

iSupreni.iey, 

"llisliiry" would havi! your readers 
believe Ihat Ihc I'higlish Cluiri^h began 
when it f.irinally ackiiowdedgeil Henry 
as protector; but .\l r. ( i ladst ine's re- 
mark upon this .'subject will proliably 
culighleii him. lie says it "was an act 
of unusual iiuporiauce and solemnity, 
because it was not the iiieie eotablish- 
iiient of II eei i.iiii legal doctriiui which 
niight be allirnied lo-day ami denied lo- 
nu)rrow, and which was without author- 
ity both lirliMe the alliiination and iifler 
the denial; but il was ihe ai sertion and 
recognition of a |,Mdiogative descended 
from imiiieiiioriiil time, in lawful exist- 
ence liuftue as well as after the enact- 
ment."- 

Our veiicrablo siiUer church (thu 
Church of Home) cidU ub ii KtiiyricAi.. 
not on the groinnl that we <lo not hold 
and profess thu samu old creeds 
which both of us in eommon 
with the Holy Easteiii Church 
have .vliko i.vuKiir kk, but lecaiise 
forsooth, wo do not iiccopt certiun aiuh. 
riONS to the Apostolic I'iU'O- made on 
(ler sole authority, but not sanctioned 



by any General Council, not taught by 
tlie Fathers, and never accepted by the 
Greek Church. These novelties are for- 
ever ruled out in advance by the Fourth 
(Jeneral Council (Clialcedon A. 1). -I.'il), 
which decreed that any bishop or pres- 
byter who should teach any diU'ereut 
faith than that which is formulated in 
the Nicene creed should be deposed. 

But since theii the Roman Chureli has 
added to the faith a number of doetrlues 
which the Undivided Church has always 
either disallowed or else regarded as in- 
diflferent; viz., the creed of Pius lY., 
which carries with it the decrees of 
Trent, some 50O in all; the dogma of 
the Immaculate Conception of the 
Blessed Virgin, which was never be- 
lieved by the early church, 
or the cliurehes of iMigland 
and the East, v,-hich .St. .\iigustine 
iu -Itb century, and Bernard in the l'_'lh 
century, and Thomas Aquinas iu the 
Bibb century, emphatically denied; and 
last of all, A. 1). IH7U, the doctrine of 
the Personal liifallildlity of the Bishops 
(if R(nue — a doctrine never allowed in 
the early ehtirch, the (ireek church or 
the English, and admittedly an i pen 
question among the Paptists til' nine- 
teen years ago. 

1 would also remind " History " that 
I'ope Pius IV., A. 1) ir..-ill, wrote a let- 
ter to Queen Kli/.aliptb, in which he ae- 
Uuowleilged the English Bible, tlie 
Book of Coinmou Prayer, Oidinal, Alc, 
" lo be authentic and not repugnant lo 
truth; and that he would allow it to 
the English church witiioi^t riiANoi.so 
ANV PAUT OK IT, if Only her majesty 
would acknowledge to receive it from 
him and by his allowance." If we 
Anglicans were not heretics then, we 
certainly are not now, for we have 
neither added to nor detracted from the 
faith we then held.
